South Valley's permit has been modified to reflect changes in the monitoring frequency. The basis for this
modification is described below.

In a letter dated January 17,1999 and received January 28,1999, South Valley requested the reduction in
monitoring frequency for BOD5, TSS, fecal and total coliforms, pH and DO frôm O'aity to four (4) times a

Y9*. South_V-alley supported the request with fifteen years of cãnsistent performance by the facítity. rne
Division of Water Quality (DWQ) sent a letter on Feúruary 2, lggg agréeing with the request to reduce
monitoring to four'(4) times a week and informing South Valley thaì it is"considered a major permit
modificátion and it would be public noticed shortly.

]he permit modification to a monitoring frequency of five (5) times a week was public noticed in the Salt
Lake Tribune and Deseret News on February 14, 1999 through March 16, ß;g. The modification was
completed, signed, and the modified permit was effective April l,lggg.

During 2001, thersouth Valley permit was again renewed. During this renewal, South valley requested a
reduction in monitoring frequency from five (5) times a week to three (3) times a week. Thå reqiest was
granted and the permit was public noticed in the Salt Lake Tribune and beseret News on June i0, 2001.
Public comments were accepted through July I 0, 200 1 . The permit became effective on Septemb er 1, 2001 .

During the 2076 renewal the monitoring frequencies for many parameters were changed from three (3) times
a week to five (5) times a week. South Valley brought to DWQ's attention that atiome time around 2000
they had requested the_reduction in frequency and it had been granted. Water Quality completed a review of
the hard copy facility file to verifl'this, and was able to locate the documentatioì of ihe above modifications.



As a result, the monitoring frequency will be reduced to four (4) times a week for BODs, TSS, E'coli,

Ammonia, and DO.
